the  Lancashire  (Central  and  Western  A:reas)  Review  Order,  1934 
a  part  of  the  Township  of  Carle  ton,  containing  354  acres,  was  added  to 
the  Urban  District  on  the  1st  April,  1934*  The  district  is  bounded  on 
the  West  by  the  Irish  Sea;  on  the  East  by  the  River  Wyre ;  on  the  North 
by  the  Borough  of  Fleetwood  and  on  the  South  by  the  County  Borough  of 
Blackpool* 


GEOLOGY 


The  general  sub-soil  of  the  district  is  clay  which  is  over-laid 
with  a  thick  layer  of  alluvial  deposit  (blue  silt),  varying  in  thickness 
from  four  to  eight  feet©  On  top  of  this  is  a  thin  layer  (about  four  inches) 
of  peaty  matter*  This  was  found  in  considerable  thickness  in  Butts  Road 
(North  Ward)  and  also  in  Fleetwood  Road  (East  Ward)*  On  top  of  this  again 
is  a  layer  of  sandy  soil  or  a  mixture  of  soil  and  clay,  varying  in 
thickness  from  two  and  a  half  feet  to  four  feet*  The  surface  covering 
is  about  six  inches  in  thickness©  From  above  downward  we  gets—  (l)  surface 
covering;  (2)  mixture  of  soil  and  clay  or  sandy  soil $(3)  peat; (4)  silt, 

(5)  boulder  clay0 


CidMATE 

The  prevailing  wind  is  a  westerly  sea  breeze,  together  wi  th  the 
usually  mild  winters,  produces  a  temperate  and  very  bracing  climate* 


AggA  AND  DETAILS  OF  POPULATION 

As  previously  mentioned,  the  area  of  Thornton  Cleveleys  was  increased 
by  the  inclusion  of  a  part  of  the  Parish  of  Carleton,  on  the  1st  April, 
^934,  the  total  area  now  being  given  as  3,355  acres*

Chemical  Industries^  Ltd*,  who  have  large  chemical  and  plastic  works  on 
the  Northern  boundary.  There  is  still  a  large  portion  of  the  district 
devoted  to  agriculture.  Many  people  are  employed  at  the  Offices  of  the

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR. 


TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
THORNTON  CLEVE1EYS  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

The  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  final  Annual  Report  on  the  Public 
Health  and  Cleansing  Department  for  1969®  By  the  time  the  report  is 
published,  I  will  have  left  the  service  of  the  Council  after  having  had 
the  pleasure  of  working  for  you  for  ?0  years. 

I  have  been  engaged  in  Local  Authority  Public  Health  work  for  4? 
years  and  during  that  time  have  seen  many  changes  -  most  of  the  changes  and 
improvements  being  for  the  common  good  of  the  populace.  Diseases  have  been 
eliminated  and  people  are  enjoying  a  much  longer  span  of  life  in  spite  of 
the  increased  tempo  of  living. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  persuade  owners  to  take  advantage  of  the 
housing  improvement  grants  but  progress  in  this  direction  has  not  been 
outstanding  this  last  year. 

The  Cleansing  Services  were  carried  out  satisfactorily  and  regular 
weekly  collections  were  maintained.  During  the  year,  this  section  of  the 
department  was  the  subject  of  an  investigation  by  the  Works  Study  section 
of  the  Council  and  it  is  hoped  that  as  a  result,  a  bonus  scheme,  based  on 
productivity,  will  soon  be  introduced.  During  the  second  part  of  the  year 
a  further  2,200  premises  were  converted  to  the  paper  sack  system  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year  there  were  approximately  of  domestic  premises  in 
the  area  using  paper  sacks. 

I  am  sorry  that  I  cannot  report  that  vandalism  at  public  conveniences 
and  other  public  property  generally,  has  decreased,  and  the  cost  involved 
in  making  good  the  damage  caused,  is  consuming  considerable  sums  of  money. 

Due  to  new  legislation,  the  work  of  the  department  is  increasing 
year  by  year  and  although  nothing  of  a  spectacular  nature  arises  as  a  result 
of  our  work,  the  year  has  been  one  of  steady  progress  throughout  the  district. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and 
the  Council  for  their  helpful  co-operation  and  continued  interest  in  all 
public  health  matters  concerning  the  welfare  of  the  district  over  many  years. 

I  also  tender  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  administrative  and 
technical  staff  in  the  department  and  in  particular  to  Miss  S.A.Simcock,  the 
Chief  Clerk,  who  has  attended  to  the  administrative  side  of  the  work  for 
many  years,  and  to  Mr. K.E. Emery ,  the  Deputy  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
who  commenced  here  as  a  student  many  years  ago.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE* 


Owing  to  the  flat  nature  of  the  district,  a  system  of  electrical 
pumps  and  ejectors  worked  by  compressed  air,  is  in  operation*  The 
sewage  is  discharged  near  dead  low  water  mark  into  the  sea®  No 
extensive  additions  were  made  to  the  sewers  during  the  year  hut  additions 
were  made  to  drain  new  housing  estates. 

Sanction  has  been  received  in  respect  of  substantial  improvement 
to  the  surface  water  drainage  in  the  district  and  also  in  regard  to 
improvements  and  alterations  to  pumping  stations  and  the  foul  sewerage 
system*  It  is  anticipated  that  work  of  improvements  will  start  in  the 
near  future*

The  department  employs  a  man  part-time  on  drainage  work,  the 
cost  of  clearing  and  cleansing  the  blocked  drains  being  borne  by  the 
owner  or  occupier*  This  service  to  the  public  is  much  appreciated  and 
also  helps  in  the  efficient  working  of  the  department®  Preparation  and 
service  of  notices  is  thus  avoided  unless  the  blockage  is  due  to 
structural  defect  of  the  drains* 


CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT ,1967*  REMOVAL  &  DISPOSAL  OF  VEHICLE  REGULATIONS ,1968. 

During  the  year  2 }  cars  and  vans  were  dealt  with  under  th©

Pakamatic 
vehicles  and  one  TW®  type  diesel  fore  and  aft  tipper,  which  has  been 
converted  for  bulk  containers®  The  collection  of  wastepaper  is  carried 
out  by  a  T!?  type  diesel  fore  and  aft  tipper®  A  new  diesel  bulk 
continuous  loader  vehicle  was  ordered  during  the  year  for  deliver^  in 
April, 1970® 


During  the  year,  further  premises  were  converted  to  the  paper  sack

A  refuse  disposal  point  consists  of 
a  bu"!1  container  surrounded  by  fencing  and  allowing  adequate  space  fc?>  the 
depositing  of  hulk  articles  which  would  not  go  into  the  bulk  contain 
It  has  been  four'  accessary  for  these  compounds  to  be  cleared  during  the 
weekend  period  throughout  the  summer  months©  In  addition,  bulk  cent  iners 
are  provided  by  the  owners  of  many  of  the  larger  hotel  and  shop  preir  ses® 

A  vehicle  is  in  use  which  has  been  adapted  by  the  manufacturers  for  this 
purpose  and  as  a  result,  the  refuse  is  stored  in  a  more  satisfactory 
manner  than  by  a  multiple  number  of  dust  bins©

POULTRY  HYGIENE  AND  INSPECTIONS. 


Following  the  receipt  of  Circular  a/p  j>6/l,  dated  30th  August,  1966 
a  survey  was  carried  out  to  all  premises  in  the  district  in  which  it  was 
thought  poultry  processing  could  be  carried  out.  It  was  found  that  in  two 
premises,  poultry  is  dressed  in  quantities  and  also  in  other  premises, 
poultry  is  dressed  at  Christmas- time  only.  A  system  of  inspections  was 
set  up  and  weekly  and  bi-weekly  visits  are  being  made  to  two  premises.

FOOD  HYGIENE ( MARKET’S ,  STALLS  &  DELIVERY  VEHICLES) REGULATIONS,  1966. 

These  Regulations  came  into  force  on  the  1st  January, 1967 ,  and 
apply  to  market  stalls,  food  businesses  carried  on  from  vehicles  and  to 
delivery  vehicles  delivering  any  kind  of  foodstuffs.  Regular  inspections 
were  carried  out  during  the  year,  of  stalls,  etc.  coining  within  the 
scope  of  these  Regulations.
